CONSTITUTION SET 
ISIDE BY CONGRESS 
IN APPORTIONMENT 


Plain Mandate Defied as 
1920 Enumeration 
Is Ignored. 


27 STATES DEPRIVED 
OF FULL-HOUSE QUOTA 


Present Representation Made 
15 Years Ago; No Law 
Likely Before 1929: 


Following is the first of a series of 
articles by William P. Helm, jr., en- 
titled “Congress Flaunts the Consti- 
tution.” The second article will ap- 
pear tomorrow. 


By WILLIAM P. HELM, JR. 


Through failure of Congress to 
act, as required by the Constitution, 
27. States are deprived at the 
present time of their full represen- 
tation in the House of Representa- 
tives. On the basis of the law now 
in effect, each of these States is 
entitled to at least one more repre- 


sentative and 11 of the 27 are en- 
titled to from two to six additional 


members in the lower house. 
Denial of these States of their 
constitutional right of equal repre- 
sentation has continued for the past 
three years and will continue for 
three years more, or until Decem- 
bey 1929. It could not be reme- 
died sooner unless Congress should 
be called into special session prior 
to the November election to reap- 
portion the country on the basis of 
the 1920 census. Such contingency 
is almost as remote as the moon. 
Even if this action were taken, it 
would result in endless confusion, 
as primary elections already have 
been held in many States. 
At the present time, members of 
the House of Representatives are 
elected on the basis of the 1910 
census. That count showed a total 
of 91,972,266 inhabitants in con- 
tinental United States, exclusive of 
Alaska. The law making the pres- 
ent apportionment was passed 
August 8, 1911, or 15 years ago to 
the day. Under that law, one 
member of the House is clected for 
every 211,877 inhabitants and 435 
members compose the full House. 


Announced in December 1920. 


The census of 1920 disclosed to- 
tal population of 105,710,620 In 
continental United States, exclusive 
of Alaska. The count was formally 
announced by the census bureau on 
December 17, 1920. Congress was 
then in session, but no attempt was 
made to reapportion the country on 
the new basis. A new Congress 
met in special session in April, 
1921, and continued in session un- 
til the following November. Ample 
opportunity was afforded to re- 
apportion the country in time for 
the 1922 congressional elections, 
but such action was not taken. 

In fact, no serious effort was 
made until] the Sixty-seventh Con- 
gress, and that failed. The present,

OVERWORK, HEAT BLAMED 


Believed temporarily insane from 
overwork and the recent hot 
weather, Charles E. Leapley, 60 
years old, a farmer, yesterday made 
unsuccessful attempts to murder his 
wife with a razor, police state, and 
then tried to take his own life. His 
wife suffered minor cuts and he 
lies in Casualty hospital in a critical 
conditions with 25 stitches sewn in 
his windpipe. 

The attack and attempt to end 
his life happened on the Leapley 
farm at Forty-eighth street and 
Central avenue northeast, isolated 
by more than a block from the near- 
est house, which is occupied by col- 
ored persons. 

If Leapley lives, he owes his life 
to a remarkable operation by Drs.

Will Never Yield Liberty of 
France, Threatened 
by America. 


Paris, Aug. 8. (By A. P.).—"Old 
Father Victory’’ has again come to 
the defense of France in her hour 
of trouble. | 

Georges Clemenceau, war-time 
premier, appealed to President 
Coolidge, in an open letter publish- 
ed today, not to treat the settlement 
of war debts as a purely comnrer- 
cial matter. The proposed Beren- 
ger-Mellon debt agreement he as 
serted to be impossible of fulfil- 
ment and to threaten the indepen- 
dence of France. 

The spirited appeal of “the 
Tiger,’’ who will be 85 years old 
next month, came with dramati¢ 
unexpectedness at a moment when 
the French government is hesista- 
(ting before taking a definite posi- 
tion on the ratification of the 
proposed agreement. Midday edi- 
tions of the afternoon papers gave 
the letter prominent display. 


Fears Forced Loan. 


The Franco-American negotia- 
tions leading to promises of ‘pay- 
ment, the former premier declared, 
are impossible of fulfillment be- 
cause they would result in a loan 
‘‘with solid security in the shape 
of our territorial possessions, as 
was the case for Turkey.” He 
warned President Coolidge that 
France will never accept such a 
thing. 

“France is not for sale—even to 
her friends,” he said. “Indepen- 
dent she came to us, independent 
we shall leave her.’’ 

For once the ‘Tiger’ apparently 
has taken off the famous gray 
gloves of his diplomacy. He tartly 
compared the separate peace treaty 
made by the United States with 
Germany to the separate treaty 
made by Russia at Brest-Litovsk 
during the war. Both were made, 
he charged, without ‘‘the slightest 
attempt’ to adjust matters with 
their comrades in arms. 

“After making a blood peace 
with the common enemy,” he said, 
“today. a money peace is being de- 
vised with the allied and associated 
powers.’ 

M. Chisnenseae entreated Prest- 
dent Coolidge not to consider the 
war debts as purely cash transac- 
tions between creditor and debtor 
to be settled by technical experts.

American Writers and Protestant Ministers 
—Calles Violates Own Constitution—Government 
May Leave 2,000,000 Children Without Schools. 


Told 


Mexico City. Aug. 8 (By A. P.). 
Dr. Albert Taylor, who with a 
group of American writers and 
Protestant ministers, came to Mexi- 
co City recently to investigate the 
religious situation, has made public 
answers which he has received to a 
series of questions he placed before 
the Mexican episcopate. 

One of the statements made by 
the episcopate is that the Mexican 
constitution attacks the divine 
origin of the church, its objective, 
its ministers and their properties, 
as well as the means which, in 
civilized countries, the church ep- 
joys for expansion and mainten- 
ance. 

To questions as to through what 
constitutional means Catholics hope 
to obtain modification of the re- 
ligious regulations, the episcopate 
replied: 

“The means would be to make 
President Calles see he has ex- 
ceeded himself in his authority, 
which is declared by many legal ex- 
perts, Catholics and non-Catholics, 
and also by amending the constitu- 
tion. Regarding other means 
adopted by individuals or private 
secular associations, the church 
‘will limit itself to saying whether 
they are lawful or unlawful.”’ 

Amplifying the answer that the 
Mexican constitution’ attacks the 
church and its ministers, the state- 
ment says the canstitution denies 
the judical personality of the 
church, authorizes federal officials 
to intervene in.the affairs of its 
worship and external discipline, em- 
powers local legislatures to de- 
termine how many priests shall of- 
ficiate in each state and forbids the 
church, its ministers and church 
societies to own property, all of 
which makes impossible the life of 
the church in Mexico. 

The statement declares that the 


criminal certain acts ordered by 
God, such as the fulfillment of reli- 
gious vows made compulsory of 
God's law, whoever made them, the 
duty of parents to teach their chil- 
dren the truths of the Catholic 
faith, and the encouragement, un- 
der God’s order, or divinely in- 
spired religious vocations. 

On the question whether Catholic 
children are forbidden to attend 
public schools in Mexico, the episco- 
pate points out that canon law for- 
bids fathers or their representatives 
knowingly to educate their. children 
in a geligion which is not Catholic. 

It is said further that thus far 
about 50 Catholic schools averaging 
150 pupils each have been closed, 
but if the government insists on 
execution of the regulations all the 
Catholic schools, having a total of 
2,000,000 pupils, will be closed. 

The episcopate says it is impos- 
sible to give the number of priests 
and nuns deported, ‘“‘because of the 
difficulty in the security of the 
mails, which has become apparent 
during this persecution.” But it 
is estimated that 300 # £foreign 
priests and 30 nuns have been de- 
ported and 500 others “placed in 
positions which require them to 
leave the country, abandoning their 
charitable work and teaching.’’ 

Asked why the church believes 
that priests cannot register them- 
selves with the municipal authori- 
ties as the Mexican law required, 
the episcopate replies that by so 
doing a priest would subordinate 
his ministry and the church prop- 
erties to lay powers, which is con- 
trary to the divine constitution of 
the church, its rights and dignity, 
and the substitution of civil power 
for the church’s power. Further- 
more, it violates the Mexican. con- 
stitution itself, which proclaims 
freedom of thought and separa-

Check of Bank Account of 
Rector’s Wife Occupies 
Accountants Time. 


PREACHER’S DRIVER HEARD

New srunswick, N. J., Aug. 8 
(By A, P.).—Investigating charges 
that wealth had impeded justice in 


the first inquiry into the Hall-Mills 
murder, accountants were at work 
today on a transcript of the bank 
accounts and monthly statements’ 
of Mrs. Frances Stevens Hall. 

Mrs. Hall, at liberty in bail of 
$15,000 on charges of murder in 
connection with the shooting of 
her husband, the Rev. Dr. Edward 
W. Hall, and his choir singer 
Mrs. Eleanor R. Mills, - four 
years ago, voluntarily directed her 
bank to throw open her accounts 
to the scrutiny of the special prose- 
cutor, State Senator Simpson. 

Her action was taken after the 
bank—the First National Bank of 
New Jersey, at New Brunswick— 
refused to permit an agent for the 
State to check up her accounts. 

Senator Simpson. however, de 
nied sending the agent to the bank 
in connection with his investigation 
of alleged “influences” at work 
since the murders. 

When the matter was referred to 
Mrs. Hall, she at once conferred 
with her attorneys and at her re- 
quest they wrote the special prose- 
cutor offering any information he 
desired on Mrs. Hall’s finances with 
the provision that there be no 
publicity. 

Peter Tumulty, gardner-chauffeur 
for the Hall family at the time of 
the murders in 1922, was question- 
ed by the senator and his aids as to 
Tumulty’s real estate transactions 
since the crime. He testified that 
he bad purchased his present home 
near that of Mrs. Hall from the 
proceeds of the sale of two small 
pieces of property he owned prior to 
1922.

Shift Support to Musgrove, 
Underwood Foe; Assail 
Senator as Enemy. 


PRESS DENIES SMITH AID 


Birmingham, Ala., Aug. 8 (By A. 
P.).—The Ku Klux Klan issue has 
been raised by the State-wide Demo- 
cratic campaign which comes to 4a 
close Tuesday with primary elec- 
tions to nominate a candidate to 
succeed Senator Oscar W. Under- 
wood and congressional, guberna- 
torial, State and county nominees. 

Gov. Alfred E. Smith of New 
York also was brought into the 
heated discussion by one of the sen- 
atorial aspirants, but the candidates 
were agreed on one question—all 
are drys. 

The klan issue came squarely to 
the front when Ben H. Sullivan, 
member of the imperial kloncilium, 
was quoted in published statements 
as saying, ‘“‘We are happy in the 
knowledge that loyal klansmen in 
Alabama are rallying to the stand- 
ard of L. B. Musgrove in increas- 
ing numbers.”’ 

Hugo L. Black heretofore had 
been the reputed beneficiary of klan 
support. 

Mr. Sullivan said the national 
klan was supporting Musgrove be- 
cause of his former opposition to 
Underwood, and added that ‘“‘the 
Democratic primary in Alabama 
marks the final retirement from 
public life of Senator Underwood, 
the consistent and unrelenting foe 
of our order.’’ Senator Underwood 
was not a candidate for reelection. 

John H. Bankhead, Thomas E. 
Kilby and James J. Mayfield are the 
other candidates in the five-corner- 
ed senatorial fight. 

Four candidates are seeking the 
nomination for governor. Bibb 
Graves, one of the candidates, in his 
advertisements and speeches charg- 
ed the Birmingham newspapers 
with supporting Gov. Smith of 
New York for the Democratic nom- 
ination for President. 

The Birmingham  Age-Herald, 
which, with associated papers, was 
specifically mentioned by Graves, 
in a formal statement today said

The 
duty to reapportion has been dis- 
cussed, however, and several bills 
have been introduced, but none of 
them has gotten anywhere. Re 
apportionment at the next, or short, 
session of Congress may be ef- 
fected, but even so it will come too 
late to affect the Congress which is 
to be elected next November. As 
that Congress holds over til] 1929, 
the earliest possible action cannot 
result in equal representation for 
at least three years. 


What Constitution Orders. 


Under the Constitution of the 
United States, Congress is required 
to reapportion the country on the 
basis of: every decennial census. 
The language of the Constitution 
(Article I, section 2) is as follows: 

“Representatives . + 2. eee 
be apportioned among the several 
States which may be included with- 
in this Union according to their re- 
spective numbers. which shall be 
determined by adding to the whole 
number of free persons. including 
those bound to service for a term 
of years, and excluding Indians not 
taxed, three-fifths of all other per- 
sons. The actual enumeration shall 
be made within three years after 
the first meeting of the Congress 
of the United States, and within 
every subsequent term of ten years, 
in such manner as they shall by 
law direct.’” 

It will be noted that the | lan- 
guage is mandatory . 
“enumeration shall be made had 
in three years after the first meet- 
ing of the Congress of the United 
States, and within every subse- 
quent period of ten years. ahi eack 

As there has been no reappor- 
tionment for 15 years, Congress it- 
self manifestly has failed to observe 
one of the main provisions of the 
Constitution and is continuing in 
its nonobservance of the country’s 
basic law, notwithstanding that 
every member of Congress, On as- 
suming his seat, takes an oath to 
uphold the Constitution.

As a result of the failure to re- 
apportion, the following States are 
now depriyed of one additional 
member of the House, on the basis 
of the last apportionment of one 
representative to every 211, 877 per- 
sons:

Canton, Ohio, Aug. 8 (By A. P.). 
Detective Ora Slater, heading the 
investigation into the murder of 
Don R. Mellett, Canton publisher, 
now a mystery of more than three 
weeks’ standthg, said tonight he 
was expecting to be called out of 
town to ar ge for the surrender 
of PatrickS® McDermott, whom he 
wants as ‘‘key man’’ to the solu- 
tion of the mystery. Slater de- 
clined to say where his trip might 
take him. 

The detective said the name of 
a sweetheart of McDermott’s, liv- 
ing in a mid-Western city, has been 
learned, and that the girl will be 
put under surveillance. 

At Slater’s request police depart- 
ments and detectives in various 
parts of the country for nine days 
have been searching for McDer- 
mott. Slater wants to question him 
on the theory that he had a part 
in the conspiracy to rid the under- 
world of its greatest threat—Mel- 
lett, the crusader-publisher.

Smaller children were 
crouped around the statue of Wash- 
ington, with others enclosing them, 
and a throng of older persons com- 
vleting the semicircle.

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SIX HIGHWAY IMPROVEMENTS. 
5ix important changes in the highway plan 
of the District ‘wiil be given public hearing by 
the commissioners today.’ It is proposed that 


Conduit road, which recently passed under the 


control of the District, be changed from its 
present irregular width to a parked roadway 
120 feet wide. A parkway 19 feet in width is 
to run through the center from Foxall road to 
the District line. Sidewalks and additional 
parks will be provided on either side. In re- 
cent years this road bas become an important 
residential street. It should be brought up to 
ihe standard of other District thoroughfares. 
Blair road from Oglethorpe to Underwood 
street is scheduled to be widened from 33 to 
99 feet, and all property between this road and 
the tailway is to be cleared of streets so that 
ii may be developed commercially.

Two changes of ilnportance to the beauti- 
fication of the city should meet with no op- 
position. In Wilson park, soutbeast, stands a 
fine old grove of oak trees, the preservation 
of which, together with the preservation of the 
patural contours and topography of the sur- 
rounding territory. is the basis of another 
preposed change iv the present highway 
scheme. T’roposed curving of the streets in

MR. CUMMINS’ SUCCESSOR. 


There is still some sentiment in Iowa poli- 
tics. The Republican old guard, loyal to the 
memory of the late Senator Cummins, kept the 
faith, fought it out with the cohorts of radical- 
ism, and forced the nomination of David Stew- 
art, a “regular,” to fill the few remaining 
months of Mr. Cummins’ term. 

Senator Brookhart, distinctly the product of 
the primary system, discovered the difference 
between the primary and the convention as a 
vehicle for the selection of candidates. The 
personnel of the convention was identical with 
that which met July 21, but its members were 
determined that insurgency should not win the 
day. Brookhart’s followers contended that in- 
asmuch as he had been nominated for the full 
term to succeed the late senator the intent of 
the people’s mandate should be carried out by 
naming him to fill the vacancy. The friends of 
Senator Cummins maintained that in selecting 
some one friendly to the late sepator they were 
obeying the will of the people as expressed at 
the time Cummins was chosen. 

Whether this action will reopen the old 
wounds that were healed by the truce a fort- 
night ago, when Republicans of all shades ac- 
cepted the nomination of Brookhart and agreed 
to work for the success of the entire Republi- 
ean ticket, remains to be seen. The old guard 
insists that Brookhart, through his attitude 
before this convention, broke the truce. The 
final vote found his henchmen still supporting 
his claim to the vacancy nomination, but there 
appears never to have been a moment when 
he had a chance of success. The victory of 
the regulars, although destined to be short- 
lived, gave them one more opportunity to 
voice their disapproval of Brookhart and em- 
phasize their distaste for the dose they must 
swallow next November. 

The Democrats meanwhile decided not to 
nominate any one to oppose the nominee of 
the Republican convention, and this insyres 
Stewart's election. This act of political self- 
denial on the part of the Democrats. may not 
be altogether unselfish. It' may create a 
friendly feeling among Republican regulars 
for Claude R. Porter, the Democratic nominee, 
who is to oppose Brookhart in the November 
election, and if the Brookhart-Steck vote is an 
accurate indication of the sentiment of lowa 
Republicans the victor in the Iowa Republican 
primaries may yet have a pretty stiff run for 
his money.

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SHIPPING GRAIN ABROAD. 


Allocation of sufficient Shipping Board ves- 
sels to Galveston and other Southern ports to 
transport abroad all the grain congested in 
those ports this season, has made a hit with 
the farmers and growers of the West. Recent 
reports state that 55 vessels have been dis- 
tributed among Southern ports to take care of 
grain, flour and cotton. These vessels handle 
abotit 3,000,000 bushels of wheat and 160,000 
bales of cotton. 

This is the second time the Shipping Board 
has come to the rescue of the growers of the 
West and South, in the matter of transporta- 
tion to foreign ports. The experiment, it is 
said, costs the Shipping Board less. than 


$1,000,000, but it is estimated that the ‘price 


of grain moved is increased more than $650,- 
000.000. The Shipping Board loses about 
$15,000 on each voyage made by these vessels, 
but the gain to the farmers is many times 
$15,000 on each voyage. 

The farmers of the West and South hitherto 
bave been ratber lukewarm toward an Ameri- 
can merchant marine. It is possible that after 
the experiments of this and last year in the 
matter of facilitating shipments of grain and 
cotton to foreign ports the farmers may have 
a more kindly fecling toward American veg, 
sels, flying the American flag, and ready to 
carry the products of American farms to dis- 
tant markets.

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TRACKING CROOKS. 


With an ordinary shoe tree as his only clew, 
but with the relentless persistence so charac- 
teristic of the sleuths of bending companies, 
a-detective captured two young men who are 
alleged to have stolen $109,000 of securities, 
after a chase of more than five months through- 
out Europe, and now is hurrying them west- 
ward for trial.

It is a recognized 
fact that peculation and theft in banking in- 
stitutions are followed by apprehension and 
punishment. Methods employed to combat 
crime in this field, if followed elsewhere, prob- 
ably would result in a marked decrease of of- 
fenses of all kinds. 

Many a 200-pound 
wife is berated by a snappy little 196-pound 
husband. 
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BRITAIN’S APPEAL TO TOURISTS. 


The Britisher, true to his tradition as a 
shopkeeper and tradesman without a peer, is 
planning to gather in more of the gold dis- 
tributed by American tourists. Money spent 
by tourists is quite as good as the rubber 
monopoly in aiding to raise the funds neces- 
sary to meet war debt obligations; and British 
tradesmen are now hopeful they have found 
another way to compel Americans to come in- 
directly to their financial relief. If the scheme 
works out England will be benefited and the 
Americans will have a good time, so everybody 
should be happy. 

British railway, steamship and hotel men 


-have met in conference with government offi- 


cials to discuss the opportunity that presents 
itself. A “Come to Britain’’ organization has 
been active for some time, and has discovered 
that tourists from the States in 1924 left in 
France $250,000,000 and only $100,000,000 
in England, Italy and other European coun- 
tries combined. The health resorts, scenic at- 
tractions, cathedrals, museums, galleries, an- 
cient castles and historic palaces are to be 
made the subject of alluring literature in an 
appeal to bring American travelers to the tight 
little isle for an indefinite stay. If only 50 
per cent of the amount spent annually in 
France can be coaxed into British coffers it 
would represent a tidy sum. 

There can be no doubt that tourists would 
have a good time and learn much to their 
advantage in England while spending their 
vacation money, but the chances are exceed- 
ingly small that any country can ever per- 
manently wean away the natural desire of the 
people of all. countries to see and know France. 
The present agitation against American tour- 
ists finds no approval among the rank and file 
of the French people, and after the debt settle- 
ment is ratified those now most antagonistic 
will again greet American visitors with out- 
stretched hands. 
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If you reach once for the check, that’s gen- 
erosity; if you do it every time, that’s show- 
ing off. 
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THE KNIGHTS OF PYTHIAS. 

In the dark days of the closing period of 
the civil war, on February 19, 1864, in a little 
house at 914 E street, a handful of men found- 
ed a new fraternity, naming their organization 
the Knights of Pythias. Today the handful 
has become a body of 800,000. Next week the 
society meets in convention in Chicago, and 
it is indicated that it will choose Washington 
for the permanent international headquarters 
of the order, and will build an imposing temple 
here. 

The choice seems logical. The fraternity is 
truly an international organization. Washing- 
ton is the most cosmopolitan of American 
cities. Visitors from all over the world come 
to Washington, no matter what other cities 
they may visit, and the position of the order 


will be impressed on many by the proposed | 
$1,500,000 marble structuré which will house | 


the international offices. Four hundred other 
national and international organizations have 
headquarters here. Knights of Pythias, mem- 
bers of other organizations also. will be 
brought here to visit the offices of other or- 
ganizations, and can combine a visit to their 
own headquarters as well. Furthermore, the 
many national conventions held in Washington 
will bring Knight of Pythias visitors and afford 
an unrivaled opportunity for fraternal pub- 
licity and research. 

Logically Washington is the proper city for 
location of Knights of Pythias international 
headquarters. Sentimentally it seems highly 
proper that future affairs of the order should 
be administered from its birthplace. It is to 
be hoped that the convention wil] ratify the

UCH of the grace and livaple- 
M ness of a room is due direct- 
ly to the manner in which 
the furniture is grouped. The ar- 
rangement almost aS much as the 
beauty of the pieces themselves is 
responsible for that air of being 
lived in which is the secret of a 
really successful interior. Quite as 
important as what pieces one puts 
into a room is where oné puts them.

Often a low table or stand 
for magazines or books will be near 
at hand, and this with a chair and 
possibly a floor lamp forms another 
grouping that is graceful and adds 
immeasurably to the livable aspect 
of the room.

FRANCE’S HUMAN BUDGET. 

RANCE continues to have diffi- 
Fk culty in balancing the budget 
—that is, the human budget. 

In comparison, the financial budget 
is nothing but a bag of prunes. 
Economists commonly overlook the 
fact, but if the folks play out, 


| whether or not the franc plays out 


is a matter of no consequence. 

In 1924 a French semiofiicial or- 
ganization issued a bulletin which 
carried the caption, ‘‘Lamentable 


Situation of France.’’ In this bul- 
letin it was said that 38 out of 90 
departments (or states) in France 
had a birth rate that was lower 
than the death rate. The excess 
of births over deaths per 1,000 
population in various important 
European countries was: France, 
Germany, 7; Belgium, 7.4; 
Switzerland, 7.7; England, 8.1; 
Italy, 12.6; Holland, 16.1. 

A report for 1925 was even worse. 
In that year, 46 of the 99 states 
in the French republic had more 
deaths than births. Practically 
every state in central, south and 
southeast France had more deaths 
than births. The sections which 
were saving the state were the 
northwest corner of Brittany, the 
north border, the battlefield area 
of the northeast and the eastern 
tier. The heart of France, that is, 
the center and the south, was laqas- 
ing. It is true, the births of the 
nation as a whole exceeded the 
deaths by 60,000, but that is not 
‘much more than the excess of 
| births over deaths in one of the 
large American states. 

The average age of the French- 
man is going up, and the propor- 
tion of old men and women is 
growing larger. France can spare 
no population for emigration to the 
colonies she is trying to develop 
and to impress her culture upon. 
On the other hand, the demand for 
labor has necessitated the bringing 
in of ‘immigrants. It is estimated 


that.there are 1,000,000. of these |

in France. A part of the present 
Italian policy is to send some of 
their excess population into France. 

However, France finds some con- 
solation in the reports from her 
neighbors. In about 20 years the 
birth rate of France fell 6.8 per 
cent. It is now somewhere about 
16to 18. But tat of the neighbors 
féll more rapidly. In the same peri- 
od the birth rate of Italy dropped 
11 per cent; of Denmark, 23.4 per 
cent; of England, 30.9 per cent; of 
Germany, 38 per cent; of Belgium, 
24.5 per cent; Holland, 18.4 per 
cent; Switzerland, 30.5; Spain, 
12.8; Sweden, 29.8, and Norway,

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Beginning of Week, but 
Volume Increases. 


Starting from a state of extreme 
sluggishness, the bond market dur- 


ing last week worked up to a mod- 
erate increase in the volume and 
breadth of the trading. 

For the first part of the week the 
bond section of the stock exchange 
was almost becalmed by the back- 
wash of the excited trading in 
stocks. Public interest apparently 
was focused on the bull rampage 
there, but as the furore in stocks 
quisted bonds came into somewhat 
wider scope of trading. 

At that there was no indication 
of any intense public interest, and 
prices generally throughout the 
week fluctuated only within nomi- 
nal margins. Seemingly as a reflec- 
tion of the general apathy toward 
bonds, offerings of new § issues 
dropped sharply during the week. 
The total was only $10,150,863, 
compared with $89,165,000 for the 
previous week, and $110,748,500 
in the corresponding week last 
year. The week’s figure is the low- 
est since the week ended August 28, 
1925, when offerings totalled $9,- 
450,000. 

Perhaps the most responsive 
group during the week were the 
French issues, which showed con- 
siderable strength as a result of re- 
newed confidence that material im- 
provement will result from the 
financial reforms of Premier Poin- 
care. The 7s, 7%s and 8s of that 
week, the 7s touching a new high 
week, the 7’s touching a new high 
and several French rails, including 
Paris - Lyons - Mediterranean and 
nast railway issues, scored ad- 
vances. Lyons and Soissons mu- 
nicipal bonds likewise profited by 
the better feeling regarding French 
obligations. 

Although it is evident that in- 
vestors are looking to better times 
in France, best informed bankers 
here described as premature reports 
during the week that a loan to 
France from private American in- 
terests of from $100,000,000 to 
$250,000,000 was in immediate 
prospect. They said that no con- 
versations looking to such a loan 
had been held and that if a loan 
were negotiated the matter would 
not be taken up until after the 
French parliament ratifies the Mel- 
lon-Berenger debt funding agree- 
ment. 

Domestic issues throughout the 
week were without exceptional 
features. Among the rails Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul bonds showed 
steady life, probably in reflection of 
a feeling that the receivership for 
that road is nearing an end, and 
that it will begin again to show a 
return on investments. 

Brooklyn Union Gas 5%s were 
a strong: point in the utilities list 
in anticipation of a favorable rate 
decision, and Havana Electric Rail- 
way light and Power 5s were 
strong throughout the week, fol- 
lowing the recent merger with the 
Cuban Utilities company, ‘that the 
trading in United States govern- 
ment issues was relatively steady. 

Mexican issues took a sharp dip, 
the first of the week, and have spent 
the time since then beating back.

The. Federal Council of Churches 
appealed yesterday to employers, 
‘labor’ leaders and the general pub-

In a labor Sunday message, thé 
council noted the appearance of an 
encouraging trend in the new lead- 
ership of industry and labor, but 
declared there was need for “a 
larger number of leaders in indus- 
trial management who will think in 
terms of the larger profits, which 
include all human life, and labor 
leadership dominated by a larger 
willingness to think intelligently in 
terms of the whole economic life.’’ 

The public was asked to give 
earnest study to the human issues 
behind the present industrial strug- 
‘gle, and to consider the coal prob- 
lem and similar subjects in the light 
of the human costs involved. 

Under the heading ‘‘The Stand 
of the Churches,’’ the council laid 
down. these tenets: 

Reciprocity of service, based on 
the welfare of society as a whole. 

Supremacy of service, rather 
than profit. 

Regarding ownership as a social 
trust. 

Safeguarding of youth, including 
abolition of child labor. 

One day of rest in seven, with 
the ‘work days short enough to 
leave time for mental and spiritual 
development. 

Placing educational opportunities 
within the reach of the poorest and 
least privileged. 

The first charge upon industry 
to be ‘‘at least a minimum comfort

U. S. IS DECLARED 
NOT SELF-SUSTAINING 


Rubber, Tea, Coffee and 
Sugar Have to Be Import- 
ed, Ship Board Says. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
The popular belief that the United 
States is a self-sustaining nation re- 
ceived a setback yesterday in a 
statement by the Shipping Board, 
which reported that a survey of its 
records showed conditions to the 
contrary. 

Domestic resources supply suffi- 
cient grain, petroleum, cotton, coal, 
iron and copper, the board said, but 
foreign countries must be called 
upon to furnish either all or a 
large part of other major commodi- 
ties including rubber, tea, coffee, 
silk, manganese, potash, 800,000 
tons annually of vegetables, four- 
fifths of the sugar consumed, and 
2,000,000 tons annually of fruits 
and nuts. 

Forest products are exported to 
all parts of the earth, it added, but 
imports of wood not found in 
American forests are approximately 
75 per cent as great as the export 
total, Canada alone supplying about 
1,500,000 tons of pulp wood annu- 
ally for the paper industry.

Its first equip- 
ment was an old hand-drawn hose 
cart. 

Through the enterprise of Wil- 
liam B. Harrison, former chief, the 
company now has a pumping engine 
and a motor hose truck which are 
as good, it is declared, as is pos- 
sible to be found.

OF CANAL FAVORED 
BY PROMINENT MEN 


Commissioner Dougherty Is 
Among Those Commending 
Col. Bell’s Plan. 


POTOMAC POWER RIGHTS 
ACQUIREMENT PRAISED 


Should Have Been Done Long 
Ago, Is Opinion of Dr, 
G. C. Havenner. 


——- 


Hearty commendation was ez- 
pressed by civic leaders yesterday 
of the plan of Lieut. Col. J, Frank- 
lin Bell, engineer commissioner, to 
acquire the right of way and water 
rights on the Chesapeake & Ohio 
canal between Washington and 
Cumberland, Md., as the first step 
toward a national boulevard be- 
tween these cities, and to acquire 
also privately owned power rights 
on the Potomac in preparation for 
development of the Great Fails 
project. 

Proctor L. Dougherty, recently 
appointed commissioner to succeed 
Mr.*Fenning, stated conservatively 
that he considered the proposition 
‘fa good one,” and one that should 
be attended to now, and not al- 
lowed to be delayed. 

“It commends itself to me 
something worthy ‘of study,’ he 
said, adding that “it is one of 
those forward-looking projects, the 
details of which must be worked 
out.” 

Mr. Dougherty would not com- 
mit himself on the development of 
Great Falls which is contemplated 
in the acquirement of the title to 
individual power rights on the Po- 
tomac. The idea of a boulevard 
between Washington and Cumber 
land he pronounced as excellent, 
since the roadway would be for the 
most part level, and in that way far 
superior to the present highway. 
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Excellent Idea, Says Havenner. 


Dr. George C. Havenner, member 
of the citizens’ advisory council 
from Anacostia, said: 

“I think it is an excellent idea. 
The boulevard could be made one 
of the most beautiful driveways in 
the courtry. 

“The boulevard would undoubt 
edly become one of the most im 
portant leading out of Washington, 
and in consideration of this, it 
might be a good plan to fill up tae 
canal, and make a wide boulevard 
with a parkway inthe center, 

“As for the acquirement of pow 
er rights preparatory to the devel- 
opment of Great Falls, that should 
have been done long ago, but hayv- 
ing been omitted, should be done at 
once.”’ 

J. A. Oliver, 
Georgetown 
said: 

“T consider it a wonderful idea. 
The proposition is a splendid one, 
and if realized would be a great 
benefit not only to Georgetown, but 
to all Washington. The boulevard 
would aid greatly in the develop- 
ment of this section. 

“Here in Georgetown we would 
like to see the canal retained pbe 
cause of the business which it af 
fords. Still if there were a choice 
between the two, I think we should 
choose the boulevard.”

Favors Great Falls Project. 


Harry N. Stull, former president 
of the Stanton Park Citizens asso- 
ciation, said: 

“The idea looks likes a good one 
at face value. The boulevard would 
undoubtedly be a good thing. The 
Great Falls project is the principal 
thing. Every effort should be made 
toward the development of this 
water power.’’ 

Hugh M. Frampton, president of 

the Cathedral Heights Citizens as- 
sociation, said: 
“We have great faith in Col. Bell 
out here, and if he has succeeded 
in working out a plan for a boule- 
vard between Washington and Cum- 
berland we are inclined to take his 
word as to its merits.” 

“As to the development of Great 
Falls, the principal determination 
which should be made is how the 
power is to be distributed at a rea- 
sonable cost.” 

Robert E. Adams, president of the 
Conduit Road Citizens association, 
said: 

“Nothing could be left as a heri- 
tage to future generations in the 
way of local development better than 
this proposed boulevard along the 
Potomac.” 

The plan of Col. Bell’s was pro- 
posed: in a letter addresseed by him 
to Representative Frederick N. Zihl- 
man, of Maryland, chairman of‘the 
House District committee. It will be 
placed before thee National Capital 
park and planning commission for 
consideration,
